A power to luaus^e the people is a darling 
idea. The latter are to L. distrusted, whilst 
the debating clubs .^1 Washington, with 
ahotr iguur^ioce of the people and then 
cuwoeita, a.*Y to he subioiited to with pro- 
found delTerence. 

We had always thought that the people 
wore to loake tree or stasa States at their 
discretion, and that thl- worK was ..of to be 
done either by Congress or the Courts, in 
185 U, when Cungres' would give no opinion: . 
nnd when the whw'e rubject was left to the 
people of a Territory, never to come back to 
the wrangling societies at ashingion, the 
people of the United Stair geueraUy tnought 
wen of it. It did not Occur toanybody then 
the airiion of the |>eople of a Territory, 
establishing «.r exciudiug slavery, was as 
bad as the action of Congress. We must all 
live and learn; and in (he last few years we 
have learned a good deal. Dmorrat* have 
got to be very much afraid of the pcofde — 
Che vulgar injuatters (hat move out into the 
woods carrying axes and rides, bemocrais 
used to speak of the sovereign people with 
great respect, and admit tery readily that 
if they didn't want slavery, or did want it, 
il was all right, when they would not trust 
the debating clubs of demagogues at Wash- 
ington. Uemocracy i-* )>rogressive, and may 
anave backwards as wall as tor ward.-; and 
aomc of it has progressed backward into 
that distrust of the ma^se* whieh once 
characteristic of Federalism. Wc admit (tiwt 
we are an old fogy these dsys. W'e have 
mere ftuth in these Si^uattera in the woods 
than we have in Cungrest. We believe they ' 
know their own bunincss better than th< 
Washington wrangling societies These 
craw-fiah progressives admit that the people 
will settle this question oi slavery with the 
assent of Congress u an early ]>eriod. 
These progressives are very timid. They 
are afraid of the sijuatters.

All the Mpialiers have to 
do is to assume biate poser, resolve them- 
selves into what they will catla Contention, 
ahake their ti/ts at Congre-^s. and demand 
iadependsnee, and t' mpress )>«eks down in 
kaate. boa t the pr-jgressiv.-s feel that this 
process is as bad as (he Wilinot Proviso and 
worse? 

We expect that, when bouclaa is nomin. i 
ated. these progressives will sympathize 
with Lincoln. They are not all in the lati- 
tude to vote for him; but some of them are, 
and they will, no doubt aid him, whilst 
others, like the baniies, will pray for his 
success over bouglas. 

What is to become of the 8ou(h ueder such 
leaders' t^he takes a position deliberate!}', 
and maintains it for years, as the sound and 
aafe soluiioa of the slavery •luesiiun, and 
auddeuly abandons it, declaring it worse 
than the Hiimol Proviso.

We shall l>e lohl. donblles-, I>..uglas will 
wot run so well {South as a boutheru m.an, or 
as some other man; but we reply, l>elweeu 
bouglas' numerous friends in all parts ol 
the bouth, and the ff ieu<la of unity and bar* 
laODj of ihe whole country, under John 
Bell, Southern sectionalism ean make no 
sort of headway. If the bouglas men and 
the Bell men there co-operate — aa in New 
Vork the Bell men -md the bouglas men can 
co.o|-erate, if there is fair play — we c.an both 
thrash out se-,.|ionS;igin, trom Ihe Rio 
iiraude to the P t-amat^uoddy.
